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Winter at Nasketucket Bay Reservation

For those of us lucky enough to experience all 
four seasons, winter tends to bring about the starkest of 
changes to our environment. While we humans fight the 
colder months with thicker jackets and hotter soup, nature 
has its own way of dealing with the bitter conditions that 
envelop New England a few months each year. 

Nasketucket Bay State Reservation on Brandt 
Island Road in Mattapoisett offers hikers a chance to 
see how nature still thrives despite the cold.

As an interpreter coordinator, Wilmot has led 
several hikes around the state, many at Nasketucket. 

"Personally, this is one of my favorite parks," she

The hike kicked off with about 30 people in 
attendance, many from the surrounding area like 
Lakeville and the Cape, a mixture of enthusiasts and 
experts. 

The hiking trail started at the bridle path, snaked 
through the salt marsh path to the beach, then back into 
the woods. Along the way, Wilmot stopped to point out 
different plants, such as princess pine and holly, and 
explained their survival traits and which animals pose 
predatory problems.

in charge of drafting the plans for the Marion Natural 
History Museum repair project. The decision was made at 
the Board's regular meeting on Tuesday January 22 in the 
Marion Town House. 

According to Dawson, when the project originally 
went out to bid a few months ago, the winning bid did 
not include the costs for carpeting installation labor and 
materials, which made it $60,000 cheaper than the other 
submitted bid. The other bid was extremely higher than 
the original estimate given by architects from Van Voorhis. 

"There was never a full-blown construction cost 
estimate,'' said Dawson. 'It was a ballpark." 

The project will go out for bidding once again. 
However, this time Van Voorhis will conduct a more 
comprehensive analysis of how much an appropriate 
bid would be with all of the construction costs taken into 
consideration. Selectman Jonathan Henry considered that 
this new analysis could raise the estimate significantly. 

In a document submitted to the Board, Van 
Voorhis stated that his original estimate could be doubled 
or tripled after it is re-evaluated. Dawson assured the 
Board that the increase in numbers wouldn't be nearly as 
steep as it sounds. 

"The only thing I expect to see different is labor 
and materials for carpeting," he said. 

"Then that's an unfortunate choice of language," 
said Henry with regards to the Van Voorhis report. 

Included in the new evaluation would be the cost

to replace the lights inside of the museum, an item that 
was previously overlooked but could potentially be very 
necessary. Once the new figure is drafted, it will go to the 
Selectmen for review and feedback before it goes out to 
bid again. 

''We can't stop at this point here," said Selectman 
Stephen Gushing. 

In other news, Dawson informed the Selectmen 
that the Marion Music Hall lighting project is well 
underway. All of the exterior work is complete, with 
the exception of some cement pouring, which will be 
completed when weather permits. Inside, the circuit 
work needs to be finished. The new lighting fixtures will 
arrive sometime in February and will be installed once the 
circuit work is finished. 

Another project that is in progress is the mold 
remediation process for the Town House basement. 
Dawson commended Conservation Commissioner Norm 
Hills for his help in organizing and relocating items in the 
basement to a new location so the mold removal can be 
underway in the near future. 

Upon working in the basement, however, Dawson 
said they uncovered a water leak that is attributed to 
window infiltration. According to Dawson, he believed 
the water only leaks in when there is a Southwest wind 
blowing. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen will meet again 
on Tuesday, February 5 at 7:00 pm in the Town House.

The 235 acres includes land in both Mattapoisett 
and Fairhaven; it benefits wildlife, agriculture and offers 
more access, by foot or bike, to Buzzards Bay for residents 
and visitors. 

Annett said that three of the five million dollars 
will come from the federal government and possibly 
one million will come from the Bouchard Transportation 
Trust and other monies from state funding, but the grant 
funders need and require that the local towns support the 
massive effort. Just last week, Fairhaven agreed to put the 
$200,000 funding on the town warrant for their next town 
meeting. 

Citing concerns about the funding of local 
projects, including the replacement of the tennis courts 
near Center School, Selectmen Jordan Collyer and Tyler 
Macallister said that the town doesn't have the money to 
contribute to the BBC's effort to purchase the land. 

The Selectmen also cited the deterioration of 
the town piers and said that local projects must take 
precedence. 

"Taking 235 acres off the tax rolls is an issue,'' 
said Collyer. "This drives up the cost of buildable lots." 

Macallister and the other members sympathized 
with Annett and said they felt the project was worthy, 
but wanted to know if a lower amount would show the 
federal and state funders that Mattapoisett was on board 
and supported the project. 

"Would $25,000, $30,000, or $100,000, if we could

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find that somewhere in town . . . would that show that we 
supported this project?'' asked Macallister. 

Arnett said that this project was the number four 
promoted project in the United States by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, but that due to budget cuts, 
only the top two projects were funded. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne asked the 
Board if he could look into alternative funding, whatever 
that might be. The Board agreed to have Gagne research 
the funding alternatives within the town and discuss it 
at a future meeting. With a December 20, 2013 deadline, 
Arnett said that time was limited and that a decision to 
support the purchase or not needed to be forthcoming to 
keep the effort vital.

receiving and transfer station at 50 Cranberry Highway. 

The land and the building are owned by 
Shawmut Associates, LLC, but New Bedford Waste 
Services operates the recycling facility, which specializes 
in receiving and transferring dry demolition debris and, 
in some cases, converts it into alternate fuels such as 
burnable briquettes that are shipped out-of-state. The 
facility does not handle food or chemical waste. 

According to the proposal, the existing facility, 
which measures 30,000 square feet, would be expanded 
to 90,000 square feet. The tripling of the building area 
will allow for more space for the processing components, 
which are quite large.

It's the biggest infrastructure upgrade since the facility 
was first constructed in 1997/' said Greg Wirsen of Green 
Seal Environmental, the company that has designed the 
project. 

'It's a system of large conveyors and sorters. The 
inside looks like a factory that processes waste," he said. 

The entire site will be run on solar power with 
panels flush-mounted on the roof. Water will be brought 
in from Wareham. Wirsen said they are waiting for the 
final numbers from the Wareham Water Department and 
Fire Department. 

While the building will be expanded, the daily 
amount of waste received and recycled would not 
increase beyond 890 tons per day. 

Wiresen said they are asking for various waivers 
for the project, including separate waivers to pave to the 
limit of the property line, to use mechanized methods for 
cleaning the property, and to renovate and relocate the 
septic system. 

"They all seem to make sense, but we'll see more 
as we go along," said Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson. 

Wirsen also said the company issued a traffic 
study over two years ago which did not report any 
potential problems with the increase in vehicle traffic at 
the site. 

According to Ken Motta of Field Engineering, 
they may have to commission a new study as the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation requires that 
submitted traffic studies are no more than two years old. 

"Trying to get this shovel-ready before the 
opening of 'municipal season' is very important," Wirsen 
said, pressing for the submittal process to being as soon as 
possible. 

Wirsen said that they were waiting on the final 
storm water calculations and did not want to submit 
plans until he had all the paperwork in order. He has a 
goal of submitting for a site plan review before Valentine's 
Day 

"We've had the benefit of meeting a couple times 
with these gentlemen," said Planning Board Chairman 
Arnold Johnson, who was confident in Wirsen and his

knowledge of the project and the process. 

"This is still the conceptual stage, so there will be 
time later for more information and public hearings/' said 
Johnson. 

In other business, the Planning Board discussed a 
plan to address the use of a residential field for storage of 
materials by a local business. 

Harry Riggle owns a field on Route 28 across the 
street from Shea Concrete. The business had been storing 
materials in the field with Riggle' s permission, but the 
Conservation Commission issued an order of conditions 
for various violations of riverfront protection laws. 

"We didn't know about that at the time," said 
Riggle. He added that they have since replanted a lot of 
the damaged area and moved storage of materials further 
away from the protected area. 

Johnson said that he and the highway surveyor 
walked the site previous to Tuesday night's meeting. The 
surveyor said that he was concerned about the lack of 
asphalt paving at one entrance of the property. Due to 
traffic entering and exiting the area, part of the road bed 
of Route 28 is breaking away. 

"We have some concerns there and based on the 
amount of square footage up there, it qualifies for a site 
plan review," said Johnson, who suggested that members 
of the Planning Board examine the site further once the 
weather gets warmer. 

Riggle did install a gate across the entrance and

ZBA Approves Jane Lane Cell Tower 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

After a lengthy application process that began 
in the spring of 2012, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals approved a proposal to construct a cell phone

tower off of Jane Lane and Route 6. 

Representatives for Industrial Tower & Wireless 
gave an in-depth presentation detailing the plan, which 
they have been promoting for months. 

'The area that we're looking to cover with this 
facility is Route 6 and the surrounding community. Right 
now there's a deficit of coverage for all the major wireless 
carriers. We're looking to fill in that coverage gap with 
this proposed facility," said company engineer Kevin 
Delaney. 

The company had originally put forth the idea 
last year, seeking a special permit from the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board. After months of public hearings, 
however, it was determined by Town Counsel that since 
the proposed location of the tower was in a residential 
area, rather than the designated corridor bordering 1-195, 
the company must instead get a variance authorized by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The 145-foot tower would be located in the 
wooded area off of Jane Lane, behind the cranberry bog 
near Turk's Seafood Restaurant. It would help improve 
mobile phone and emergency services communications 
around town. 

Attorney Jeffrey Angley who spoke on behalf of 
the company, said that they were seeking two variances: 
one for the location itself and one because the tower 
exceeds the town's maximum structure height of 35 feet 
for residential areas. 

Coverage will not continue down to the edge 
of the waterfront due to the drop in elevation. Service 
should improve for much of the Village, but the Point 
Connett section of town will not see signal enhancement. 

"It's shadowed and the coverage doesn't make 
it down there. The only way to get coverage down there 
would be to build a taller tower," said Delaney. He said 
a tower closer to 200 feet in height would help improve 
signal strength in those areas but would not meet town 
setback laws. 

A 12-foot wide gravel driveway with 
underground utilities leading to the site would be 
installed. A chain-link fence would surround the entire 
facility, which measures about 100 feet by 100 feet.

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"The site would be fully wooded and we're only 
clearing around our leased area/' said engineer Richard 
Voci. 

Individual mobile phone carriers will be 
responsible for supplying their own shelters and back-up 
batteries or generators in the event of electricity loss. 

Choosing the proposed location did not come 
lightly, as the company had to create a plan that was 
in compliance with the zoning bylaws, the Wetlands 
Protection Act and the Telecommunications Act of 1996. 

"As far as we know, this is the only viable, 
feasible site under the Telecommunications Act for this 
tower," said Angley 

Abutter Jack Hillier of 10 Jane Lane was 
concerned about lighting and the noise created by 
generators installed by carrier companies. 

Delaney said that most generators run quietly 
and tend to run test programs during afternoons so as 
to not disturb abutters. He also said that matter could 
be brought up at a later time once it was known what 
the individual carriers were planning on installing at the 
compound. 

Hillier took it upon himself to visit other tower 
sites installed by the company and presented photos of 
those areas to the ZBA, including a junkyard that bears a 
tower built by the company 

He was also concerned about the possible health 
concerns related to the content of required signage posted

on other tower sites, declaring the existence of certain 
kinds of radiation. Hillier was also worried about the 
possible negative hit to property values if the tower is 
constructed. 

"This has no place in a residential area,'' he said. 

Brad Hathaway echoed Hillier 's comment on 
property values and said that the overlay district was 
implemented to avoid this kind of situation. 

''The people were adamant that a tower not be 
built in a residential area. This is why we have overlay 
areas for cellular phone towers outside of residential 
areas," said Hathaway. "We made an attempt in this 
town to forestall any problem like the Fairhaven [wind 
turbines] and the Dartmouth [solar panel array] To put 
an industrial facility in a residential area is far worse than 
putting a business there. What does this do to the value of 
the homes along Jane Lane? Is there any consideration for 
reimbursement of the value for these people?" 

Hathaway suggested the field near Old Rochester 
Regional that was once considered for a wind tower 
would be a better area for the cell tower 

Delaney said that they had performed studies on 
the frequency radiation surrounding cell phone towers 
and that there was no evidence that any negative health 
effects result from living near such structures. 

Angley added that, to his knowledge, property 
values aren't affected negatively by the existence of a 
nearby cell tower.

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Other residents were worried about the integrity 
of the project if major parts of town won't see improved 
mobile phone coverage. 

"Areas that have significant numbers of homes 
won't be covered/' said resident Paul Osenkowski. He 
was concerned that emergency services would have 
communications issues. 

Delaney explained that the UHF radio system 
used by the police department operates on a lower 
frequency that propagates out further than most cell 
signals, so the police would not have signal blackouts in 
the spotty coverage areas. 

Some residents questioned the necessity to put 
the tower in a residential area 300 feet from local homes. 

While there were those questioning the need for 
the tower, other residents voiced their support for the 
project, citing their own need for better service and the 
security that the tower can afford their neighborhoods. 

"Times have changed and the need for this cell 
service around our town is very badly needed. I would 
urge you to vote in favor of it," said resident Bill Cantor 
of Prospect Road, who currently does not have reliable 
mobile phone service at his home. 

The ZBA felt that most of their questions had 
been adequately addressed during the hearing and voted 
3 - 1 in favor of the proposal. 

In other business, the ZBA issued the following 
decisions:

Project Grow Policy Sparks Discussion 

ORR Joint School Committee 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Whether the towns of Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester should reimburse each other when a student 
takes a space in another Tri-Town Project Grow classroom 
was one of the topics of discussion at the ORR Joint School 
Committee on Thursday, January 17. 

Since the 1980s, the three towns have shared a 
joint grant to help fund Project Grow, which services 
children age three to four. 

The program's intent is to mix special needs 
children with those without special needs to create a 
healthy interaction of youngsters. Of the 15 slots in each 
classroom, generally, seven are for students with an 
Independent Educational Plan (lEP) and eight are for 
students without. Students with lEPs do not pay tuition, 
while those without do pay. 

Currently, if all slots are filled in Mattapoisett 
and a child from Mattapoisett enrolls in the program, 
the child can fill an empty slot in Marion or Rochester. 
The Committee discussed this transfer of one student 
to another town's classroom, which occurs without any 
tuition payment involved in the transaction. 

Several Committee members, including Jay 
Pateakos and Christine Winters of the Marion School 
Committee, wanted the Joint Committee to think about 
and discuss whether taxpayer money in each town was 
being spent educating and providing special needs 
services to a student who didn't reside in the town. 

Terri Hamm, Director of Special Services for the 
district, spoke and said that the three towns don't know 
who will enroll and what the needs might be each year.

but the current arrangement seemed to be working, with 
the goal of having the child gain access to the services 
they need, such as speech therapy and other needs to help 
them succeed in the classroom in the future. 

Originally, Project Grow had one location, but as 
the towns grew, each created a classroom. The Committee, 
after much discussion, agreed to keep the current 
practices in force and to send the question to the Policy 
Committee for comment and recommendation on the 
reimbursement issue. 

In other business, the Committee heard about 
Governor Deval Patrick's plan to increase spending per 
pupil by $25 in the 2013 budget. Regional transit costs

proposed budget released by Patrick. 

The state also proposes to enforce Criminal 
Offender Record Information (CORI) checks and 
fingerprinting for every school employee who is with 
children. The question was whether the cost was to be 
paid out of district funds and who would do the work. 

"In New Hampshire, the local police department 
handled the CORI check and the fingerprinting/' said 
Superintendent Douglas White. 

The 2013-2014 school calendar was voted upon 
and approved, with a opening day of August 27, 2013 and 
an end-of-school date, depending on snow day extensions, 
of June 13, 2014.

policy manual, which is now on paper and receives paper 
updates that school employees must update on a regular 
basis. White recommended that the district consider using 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees 
(MASC) to handle the revision and updates digitally, with 
all employees and the public having access to the policies. 

"The current paper system is this high," said 
White, holding his hands up to show a massive paper 
stack. 

The cost to have MASC handle and update the 
manual would be $1,500 the first year, $3,500 the second 
year, $3,500 the third year and after that, an annual 
'hosting' fee of $950 per year. The Committee discussed 
the options and agreed that bringing the district up-to- 
date in compliance and having regular reviews would be 
worth the time and effort now spent with paper updates. 

"I believe it would put us in good stead to be in 
compliance and offer access to the public, administration 
and teachers," said White. 

Committee member Charles Motta suggested 
putting the job out to bid with teaching colleges. The 
Committee agreed to discuss the issue at the next 
meeting. 

Finally, the Committee discussed changes to 
the Field Trip policy and proposed a draft and asked 
members to comment. Changes to the policy included that 
siblings not enrolled in the class participating in the field 
trip will not be allowed to attend, for liability reasons. 
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Also, parents joining a field trip at the destination may 
only do so if they have the approval of the administration 
and teacher and have an approved CORI check. 



ORR Expands Diversity Education

Some say the world is getting smaller thanks 
to the abundance of digital technology that brings 
together the corners of the world at the push of a button. 
Others say the world is getting bigger as it is easier 
than ever before to communicate with more people; our 
understanding of the world is ever expanding. 

This presents an exciting challenge to educators 
who are looking to advance diversity curriculum for 
their students. Over the last few months, curriculum 
administrators have been working to revamp the English 
language arts programs in an effort to include newer and 
less traditional tools that speak to the experience and 
interests of students while continuing to open their minds 
about the world around them. 

"Part of what we're doing now is taking famous 
historical speeches and documents and examining them 
from a variety of perspectives,'' said Dr. Elise Frangos, 
Assistant Superintendent and Director of Curriculum and 
Instruction for the ORR district. 

She has been working with almost 20 educators 
from all grade levels and schools in the district to redesign 
much of the ELA curriculum, from reading different 
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books, employing new teaching techniques and taking 
advantage of technology. 

In the case of studying historical speeches, that 
includes using tools from textbooks to YouTube. 

"Our teachers have access on the network to 
YouTube. What they are able to do is show their students 
how some of the great speeches of the world have been 
delivered," she said. These include, of course, 'T Have A 
Dream," by Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., whose birthday 
observance was just celebrated here in the United States. 

"They're looking not just at the syntax of his 
language or the beauty of his language, but they're 
looking at the historical context and asking why," said 
Frangos. 

They are also learning to break down the content 
of these documents via the three branches of rhetorical 
analysis: ethos (ethics behind the statements), logos (the 
logic used to derive those statements), and pathos (the 
emotion connected to the meaning of the statements.) 

"So they are asking questions like, 'what is this 
document, what is its purpose?'" she said. 

ORR is further expanding diversity education by 
incorporating more reading by a wider swath of authors 
from a broader demographic of people. 

"We are bringing representative works from a 
number of different groups that perhaps have not had 
great representation [previously in the curriculum]," said 
Frangos. 

Included in the new reading requirements is The 
Breadwinner trilogy, geared for younger readers, which 
tells the story of Parvana, an 11 -year-old Afghani girl 
living under the rule of the Taliban. After her father is 
arrested for receiving an education in a foreign country, 
Parvana must transform herself into a boy in order to 
work and earn money for her struggling family. 

"Our use of literature and non-fiction will 
help them understand the lives of others and take the 
perspectives of others." 

While the subject matter may be considered 
mature, the context of the story is prescient for much of 
today's geo-political discourse. The books offer young 
readers a window into a world that stands in stark 
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contrast to our own, which is vital in developing critical 
thinking skills in students. 

"What we're trying to do is go deeper and 
give kids transferrable skills so whatever they read, the 
reading or literature becomes a transport system/' 

In addition to the new literature, teachers are 
encouraged to find ways that take advantage of the 
Internet and how it can bring distant classrooms together. 
Last year, second grade teacher Joyce Borden used an 
educational network to do a videoconference between her 
students and children in California and China. 

ORR students are also encouraged to work 
more in small groups in an effort to allow everybody 
opportunities for leadership.

Bridging Racial Divides 

It was the early 1960s 
and the Civil Rights movement 
in the United States was in a 
state of fiery turmoil. Protests, 
marches, sit-ins and riots were 
commonplace on TV and in the 
newspapers. At times, people 
questioned whether or not black 
and white Americans could live 
peacefully with one another or 
if this social struggle would lead 

to the demise of modern civility. The faces of people 
like Rosa Parks and the words of people like Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. 
stood to define an 
era marred by racial 
hostility and the civil 
war for civil rights. 
The 

desegregation of 
American schools 
proved to be one of 
the most divisive 
of practices in 
many parts of the 
United States. 
While the resistance 
to desegregation 
by American 
southerners is 
well-known. New 
England was not 
immune to the racial 
tension, especially 
the Boston area. 

In the early 1970s, forced busing sparked 
outrage in many communities, including Jamaica Plain, 
a city located between Roxbury and Dorchester. At the 
time, ORR's own assistant superintendent and director 
of curriculum and instruction. Dr. Elise Frangos, was an 
English teacher at Jamaica Plain High School. 

Frangos had a double-major of English and 
journalism at Simmons College in Boston and had 
recently transitioned from being a reporter to an 
educator. She taught Irish and African- American history 
at a school that had been predominantly black but now 




had an equal number of white students in the classroom. 

'Trish kids in Boston had been segregated from 
the African- American kids for so long. Both groups 
didn't really understand their cultures or the arduous 
experiences both groups went through,'' said Frangos. 

Her teaching position was made possible by a 
grant from the Martin Luther King, Jr. Society and the 
Irish Consulate. 

"The goal was, in having a class that was fifty- 
fifty, can we understand each other? What are our 
similarities and our differences?" she said. 

Though there was always the shadowy threat 
of violence in the air, Frangos didn't allow the tension 
to make her fear for her own safety. She kept her eye 
on teaching, the truest manifestation of her passion for 

social justice and 
learning. 

"Anyone who 
goes into teaching 
has to put safety 
of the kids first. 
First you think of 
the emotional and 
physical safety of 
the kids. You just 
have to. Especially 
when you're in 
your 20s, you don't 
tend to think about 
your own personal 
situation." 

In her time 
teaching at Jamaica 
Plain High School, 
Frangos helped 
many students come to appreciate the challenging 
histories written for both African- Americans and 
Irish- Americans. In many cases, her students came to 
appreciate their differences, rather than be divided 
because of them. 

"I think a lot of friendships were forged by 
understanding the curriculum and content," she said. 
"There's nothing like having that grounded reality of 
working with children, working with their families. I 
think that's the most honorable work. If I can influence 
that in a positive way, that's what I'm hoping for."

Zero Dark Thirty, Starring Jessica Chastain and Jason 
Clarke. Directed by Kathryn Bigelow. Running time: 157 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Kathryn Bigelow has directed excellent movies before, 
but Zero Dark Thirty deserves to be remembered as the film 
that established her as a master, worthy of inclusion in the ranks 
of the great filmmakers. Zero Dark Thirty runs two hours and 
thirty-seven minutes, and there is not one inessential moment in 
it, not one inelegant shot. It goes forward at a steady, easy pace, 
trusting us to keep up, spanning eight years of the manhunt for 
Osama bin Laden without losing a step. It also spends roughly 
its first hour focusing on squalid failure — the efforts on the 
CIA's part to torture information out of detainees. The torture 
doesn't work; it doesn't lead to any intel that stops numerous 
subsequent attacks or that leads to bin Laden. People who claim 
the movie is pro-torture must have wandered into a different 
theater, or gone into the film determined to find justifications 
where there are none. In the actual film that / saw, the CIA gets 
nowhere until they stop torturing detainees. 

But enough of that. The movie, written by Mark Boal 
(Bigelow 's collaborator on The Hurt Locker) based on his inter- 
views with many figures involved in the manhunt, is structured 
almost like a police procedural: We know whodunit, but how 
can we find him? A lot of the film is talking heads in offices, but 
Bigelow keeps the scenes tight and urgent. The protagonist, the 
fictionalized Maya (Jessica Chastain), has worked for the CIA 
since the ink was barely dry on her high- school diploma. Bin 
Laden becomes her white whale, though we're given no evi- 
dence of any personal injury done to her by al-Qaeda; we also 
avoid the usual dull scenes where Maya has to balance her job 
and some relationship. She is defined entirely by her obsession, 
her determination, and her intelligence. Maya appears before us 
as the sort of literary blank slate we can project ourselves onto. 
We share her frustration; we share her revulsion at the torture 
performed by her CIA associate (Jason Clarke), who otherwise 
seems an amiable sort (he eventually opts for a desk job, yearn- 
ing for something "normal"). 

Other than some truly shocking moments of terrorism 
here and there, and the nail-biting raid on bin Laden 's com- 
pound. Zero Dark Thirty is not an action film, yet Bigelow and 



Boal let their characters reveal themselves through action, or ac- 
tion not taken, or action expressed as decision. Maya herself is 
not going to the Abbottabad compound to plug bin Laden in the 
head personally, but sending Navy SEALs in to take him out is 
still her responsibility ("Bin Laden is there," she tells one of the 
soldiers, "and you're going to kill him for me"). There's a great 
deal of strategy, digital espionage, even bribery. Like Zodiac, 
the movie feels like a thick book packed with fascinating data 
and anecdotes, though getting too hung up on what's literally 
true on the screen is pointless. It's still a movie. 

Maya is a tough cookie, but by casting the pale, red- 
haired, rather fragile-looking Jessica Chastain, Bigelow makes 
the unstressed point that not all strong women are built like 
Lucy Lawless; they come in deceptively frail packages, too, and 
Chastain seems almost recessive at times, but then, at a moment 
of high frustration, her Maya lets fly with a volley of vitupera- 
tion at a stonewalling higher-up. She may look waifish but you 
don't want to get in her way. The men around her, and some of 
the women, are nonplussed by Maya's absolute certainty that 
she's right. Unlike the male bureaucrats surrounding her, she 
doesn't worry about covering her ass. She's a hero, but Bigelow 
and Chastain also establish that Maya's very certainty in this 
murky moral universe is a little inhuman. Battle not with mon- 
sters, as they say. 

Zero Dark Thirty doesn't stand to the side and say 
"Torture is bad." It assumes we know that, and it suggests that 
even if torture worked perfectly it would — or should — still 
weigh heavily on the American soul. In the climactic raid, we 
see men and women, bin Laden 's accomplices in hiding him — 
willingly or unwillingly, who can say? — shot down in front of 
their shrieking children. It's ugly stuff, and those who want to 
see bin Laden ventilated in full gory Django Unchained retribu- 
tive glory will be disappointed — it happens mainly offscreen. 
A key theme in Bigelow 's work has always been the ambigui- 
ties attached to violence and the mechanisms, psychological 
or artificial, people use to distance themselves from the hurt 
they're causing. In that respect. Zero Dark Thirty feels like Bi- 
gelow 's magnum opus, the big one she's been working towards 
for the last three decades. It links nicely with her previous films, 
like Hurt Locker, of course, but also the dystopian sci-fi thriller 
Strange Days and even Blue Steel, a cop movie about a woman 
trying to bring a psychopath to justice. Here she has delivered 
an epic that is thoughtful but isn't sicklied o'er with the pale 
cast of thought; it is robust, physically exact — it hums with 
the special electricity of smart people doing what they do best, 
although doing their best often leads to failure anyway. Not in 
Bigelow 's case, though.
